RACE TO ARMS 


Democracies Have Winning 


Edge in Raw Materials, 


Say Columnists.

WASHINGTON.—Even on this 
aide of 3,000 miles of ocean, the 
peace of Munich is hard to swal- 
low. It has too much the look of 
making Adolf Hitler the autocrat 
of Europe. But, before you decide 
that lunacy has been permanently 
enthroned, there is one thing to 
remember. 
Peace gives the democracies an 
open track in an armament race. 
And, in an armament race, the 
dictatorships are 
like 
claiming 
stake nags in good training, while 
England and France resemble War 
Admiral after a summer at grass. 
The dictatorships 
have had the 
edge at the start, but the democ- 
racies 
p o s s e s s . mcompaiably 
gi eater reserves of strength and 
staying power. 


Germany Hits Top Speed. 


Indeed, 
Germany 
is 
already 
making her peak armament effoit, 
unless American experts are badly 
deceived. Recently sevti al crack 
government economists have made 
careful studies of European con- 
ditions The president himself has 
been deeply interested, and,,,' be- 
Eides drawing information 
from 
technicians attached to our em- 
bassies, experts have crossed the 
Atlantic to see for themselves. At 
least two special reports have been 
compiled on Germany alone. 


And one of these reports shows 
that Herr Hitlei is now using one- 
third of the German national in- 
come on expenditures which may 
be classed as military. The figure 
comes from one of the shrewdest 
and most conservative economists 
in Washington, yet it seems in- 
credible. 


To be sure the figure 'includes 
a vast range of expenditures which 
would not be called military in 
this country. Gei many's spending 
for armaments alone is quite stag- 
f sring, considering her resources, 
ut food 
reserves, clothing 
re- 
serves, aditional automobiles, the 
great new German roads—all these 
are also in the economist's figure. 


Reich's Economy Strained. 


The point is that all these things 
are being built and collected for 
the sole purpose of war. And be- 
cause war is their purpose, not the 
creation of supply to meet natural 
demand, they make a fearful ex- 
tra strain on the German economy. 
To conceive the meaning of the 


figure, 
you must 
suppose 
the 
United States as a planned, au- 
thoritarian nation You must sup- 
pose that the planners' one am- 
bition is to build a huge war ma- 
chine. And you must imagine an 
annual expenditure of 20 billion 
dollars for the things that make 
it easier to fight. 
No one knows how long the Ger- 


man military effort can continue 
Some believe that it must soon end 
in collapse. Some say that it can 
go on indefinitely. And some even 
predict that it can be slightly in- 
creased. All the economists admit 
that, after painting the large pic- 
ture, the details of conditions in 
the dictatorships must be filled 19 
by guesswork. 


Raw Materials Vital. 


The vital details are the quan- 
tities of available raw materials. 
Here is reasonable certaintly, for 
example, that Germany is diead- 
fully lacking m metals. In the last 
war, the reich possessed the iron 
mines of Alsace Lorraine. Now 
Hitler must depend almost exclu- 
sively on iron imported from Swe- 
den, Spain and elsewhere. 
Additional mines in the new Su- 
deten Czech teritory will not come 
near supplying the deficiency, and 
the only question is, how much 
surplus iron 
has Germany im- 


ported? Customs figures show im- 
mense importations m the past 
two years, and it is thought they 
have been dqctored to conceal the 
preparedness program's real ex- 
tent. 
The need for other metals is as 
desperate as for iron, and the food 
supply is a piessing German prob- 
lem. The lands of the reich have 
never fed the people abundantly, 
and, m the effort to make the Ger- 
man economy self contained, huge 
areas have been taken from cul- 
tivation to pi oclure commodities 
like wool and hides. An acre of 
potatoes will fill many more stom- 
achs than an acre glazed by sheep, 
and thus the food supply has been 
diminished. 


Gain in Synthetics. 


AE"Hinst these deficiencies, the 


economists balance off great gams 
in such direction as the production 
of synthetic materials. The Ger- 
man rubber substitute is success- 
ful, and the synthetic motor fuc! 
is said to be adequate to its pur- 
pose. Synthetic 
foods, 
synthetic 
textiles, synthetic building mate- 
rials—all these must be added into 
the Geiman balance sheet And so 
it goes. 
The fact remains that German 
resources do not remotely compare 
with the resources of France 01 
England 
While 
England 
and 
France are catching up to Ger- 
many's strength in the air. Hitler 
must build a navy and increase his 
army to meet the competition. 
And 
the 
American 
economists 


doubt that he can do it.

never sure the people were behind

no lonfior <ib!e to hold up his head 
in public, has Undeied his resig- 
nation. 
Pi cmier. Syrovy 
is in 


charge of Czech affairs. 
Edoum-d 


Benes, president since 1935, has 
stepped out of office in order that 
negotiations may be smoother. 


The Czech president is presum- 


ably acting for tho best interests 
of his people. 
He has indicated 


that his purpose m resigning is to 
ease the tension in his country. He 
feels that having so determinedly 
opposed the German invasion at 
one time, negotiations cannot pio- 
ceed smoothly with him in offi- 
cial capacity. 


Benes has incurred the intense 


hatred of Chancellor Hitler. Such 
being the case, he cannot expect to 
deal with Hitler and obtain a 
square deal, or even a reasonable 
settlement. 
Benes realized this 


fact too well. 
Because he was 


thus handicapped he icsigned. He 
could have kept his post, of course. 
But he felt that by so doing he 
would not serve Czechoslovakia 
well, and able service was what 
he wanted most to give. 


There is also an element of pro- 


test in Benes' resignation. Feel- 
ing that he was doing right when 
he counseled resistance r a t h re r 
than surrender, in spite .of the 
C ha mberlam-Hitler negotiations 
dealing away the Czech republic, 
Benes cannot accept calmly and 
without protest the defeat which 
marked the four power confer- 
ence.

test was to resign. To lead those 
more hardy of his followers into a 
revolt would mean death for many 
and destruction for all of Checho- 
slovakia.

MILITANT~LABOR. 


William Green told the dele- 


gates in attendance at the annual 
convention of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor that "American 
labor will not tolerate government 
control—government 
dictation." 


The 
federation attained its power thru 
tending to the business of organ- 
ization and keeping out of partisan 
politics. This was the creed taught 
by Samuel Gornpers, who obtained 
more for organized labor thnn any 
other labor chifetain in deserved 
concessions and in the matter of 
stability. John L. Lewis has mndc 
a mess of the labor movement be- 
cause of his obsession that gains 
can be made by political tie-ups. 
He stands today as the one great 
obstacle to unity of labor forces. 
He gathered to himself the power 
of veto, find he exercised it to pre- 
vant amalgamation aft or all the 
details had been arranged. 


The failure of the labor board, 


with all of its powers, to prevent 
strife and strikes and the partiality 
ir. has shown toward the Lewis 
element were the targets of attack 
also by Mr. Green. He says that it 
i^ not fair and unbiased as it 
should be, and serves notice that 
Its personnel must be changed. Un- 
til that complaint is satisfied the

headway with his campaign to 
unite labor. 


Labor will find in the wages 


and hours law an instrument that 
will enable the government to ex- 
ercise a measure of the control 
that Green says it will never sub- 
mit to.

Borah of Idaho suggests that con 
gross might loosen the lestrictions 
on foreign lending if this will pro 
mote the sale of American farm 
products abroad, it may be saic 
that a milestone m our post-war 
history has been passed. 
For the one thing that has done 


more than anything else to retarc 
the economic recovery of Europe 
has been the recent absence of 
capital with which to rehabilitate 
her industries and businesses. Eco- 
nomic nationalism and policies of 
self-sufficiency with 
high 
tarifl 


walls and quotas as against Amer- 
ican 
products 
have 
been 
the 
natural result of the inability of 
European peoples to get capital to 
replace that which went up m shot 
and shell from 1914 to 1918. 
Much 
of 
America's 
lending 
power was exerted in behalf of 
Europe between 1920 and 1929, but 
with uttle safeguard against spec- 
ulation, and hence many loans be 
came almost worthless. But it is 
surprising what a huge percentage 
of these loans have continued to 
pay interest and principal. 


The one outstanding default, of 
course, was the war loans which, 
however, were government and not 
private 
obligations 
These, 
of 
course, were affected by the delu- 
sion of the allies that Germany 
could pay the reparation bill. 


The truth Is the World war debt 
couldn't be paid by this 
genera- 


tion or succeeding geneiations in 
Europe without a phenomenal in- 
ci ease 
in 
economic 
prosperity. 
When Europe, stripped of capital, 
Was unable to find revenue from 
taxation sufficient to pay 
war 
debts and when Germany failed to 
pay, 
too, suspension of payments 
to the United States became in- 
evitable. 


The passage of the Johnson act 
to forbid the flotation of European 
loans in the 
United States M 
popular at the time because of a 
widespread belief in America that 
Europe really could but wouldn't 
pay. Whatever doubts on this sub- 
ject there may have been, much 
lias been dispelled by the recent 
revelation of Europe's war fears 
and the heavy expense of arma- 
ment preparation in the last five 
years. When, as we read this week, 
France is having difficulty 
now 
raising even the small amount of 
money to pay for the mobilization 
last month of her armies when 
war was threatened over the Czech 
problem, it is "plain what the fi- 
nancial plight of Europe really Is. 
There are many observers 
of 


economic trends, 
moreover, who 
think that the German people 
would not tolerate the dictatorship 
idea very long if they could de- 
velop an era of real prosperity and 
get rid of the armament expense. 
The one thing Europe needs above 
all else today is capital, and Uncle 
Sam has more than half of the 
gold of the world—the basis for 
huge credits—buried in the hills of 
Kentucky 


The argument that 
America 
should lend no more to Europeans 
because the governments became 
virtually bankrupt is met by many 
economists with the 
contention 
that, if, in a capitalistic system, 
there is a refusal to lend- to a 
business man who 6nce made a 
failure or went thru bankruptcy, 
the chances of increasing employ- 
ment by encouraging enterprising 
individuals would become nil. 


When Europe was 
borrowing 


from America during the 
period 
between 1923 and 1928, it is in- 
teresting to note that about $5,- 
000,000,000 went over seas, 
but 
approximately $5.000,000,000 came 
back in the 
form 
of 
interest 
charges and sinking 
fund 
pay- 
ments on riebt, private and gov- 
ernmental. These figures were en- 
tirely apart from the huge foreign 
trade which America 
developed 
For, when American funds were 
loaned, they usually wet e 
used, 


precisely ns Senator Borah 
now 


sviggests, namely to finance pur- 
chases of American 
goods 
and 


manufactured products. 
The United States has a singu- 


lar 
opportunity 
to 
encourage 


foreign trnde and increase employ- 
ment at home by making available 
credits to European peoples. The 
Johnson act can still be retained 
insofar as it applies strictly to 
lending to foreign governments, 
but it probably was never intended 
by the California senator, who 
sponsored the act, to put a virtual 
embargo on the flow of private 
funds from people to people, some- 
thing vital to the restoration of a 
world economy and hence to the 
pievention of world wars.

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POULTRY INDUSTRY 


GAINING IN STATE 


Grain Sorghums Good Feed, 


Crowd at College Told; 


Good Types Advised. 


That the poultry industry 
is 
rapidly becoming a major part of 
the individual farm business in Ne- 
braska was definitely indicated as 
more than 200 farm 
men 
and 
women attended the morning- ses- 
Bion of the annual Poultry field 
day at the college of agriculture. 
The morning was spent In listen- 
ing- to reports on i ecent feeding- 
experiments, marketing and man- 
agement suggestions and disease 
control. 
A 
tour of the poultry 


farm and new poultry house struc- 
tures featm-ed the afternoon ses- 
sion. 
Definite 
indications that 
sorghum grain can be used in the 
poultry 
ration 
highlighted 
the 
morning program. 


Prof. F. E. Mussehl, head of 
the poultry department, discussed 
experimental work in progress at 
the poultry farm to determine the 
relative feeding value of different 
grain sorghums. 
All grain sor- 


ghum varieties tested so far are 
distinctly superior to white corn 
in their vitamin A content—which 
is especially important to th° 
health of growing- chicks. ICaily 
kalo, wheatland milo and orange 
cane have appeared .to be particu- 
larly useful in poultry rations. 


Tho still in their pi elmiinary 
Stages, grain sorghum tests have 
progressed far enough to indicate 
these may be used for the grain 
part of the poultry ration if the 
mash formula contains at least 30 
percent yellow corn and 10 per- 
cent good quality alfalfa meal. For 
a typical grain mixture he sug- 
gested two parts of grain sorg- 
hum, 
one part of wheat, and one 
part of either oats or barley. 
"Some producers 
have reported 


excellent 
results 
from 
feeding 
grain sorghum in the head, letting 
the hens do the threshing-," Prof. 
Mussehl commented. 


Experiments With Feed. 


He cited experiments now in 
progress to determine the feasi- 
bility of farm grown feedstuffs. A 
current test with turkey torns in- 
dicates the concentrate method of 
feeding from the 20th week on to 
the finish may prove very eco- 
nomical. 
— 
Particular interest also was cen- 
tered on a paper by H, E. Drews, 
discussing- hybrid 
poultry. 
Mr. 
Drews, representing 
an 
Omaha 
processing plant, was unable to at- 
tend the meeting in person. 
"At the' present 
time," he 
wrote, "there is a tendency oh the 
part of all poultry ^ packers and 
processers I have interviewed to 
actively 
work 
against 
hybrid 
poultry," Drews pointed out there 
Is danger of increasing diversity 
in type of poultry and eggs thru 
current hybridization work. 
He 


also observed that a great many 
crosses 
utilize 
Ivtediterranean 


breeds 
which are discriminated 
against—particularly on the west 
coast market. 


Mrs. E. J. Polnicky of Red Cloud 
dtcussed, "Poultry Practices That 
Pay." 
She advised an abundance 


of green alfalfa, good laying mash 
and fresh grains; find shelter from 
cold wind and wind and rain dur- 
ing winter months for early egg 
production 
and 
a 
long 
laying 


season. 
The laying flock should 


have all the oats it will eat, be- 
sides plenty of oyster shell and 
gravel. Yellow corn fed at nights 
supplies necessary vitamins and 
helps keep up necessary body tem- 
perature. 
, •* * - 
The importance of better meth- 


ods in advertising and marketing 
poultry was cited by E. T. Winter, 
secretary of the Nebi aska Fai m 
Bureau federation, in his talk on 
the World Poultry congress to be 
held at Cleveland next summer. 
Dr. S. W. Alford stressed the 
importance of testing regularly for 


pullorum and eliminating all birds 
from the flock which react posi- 
tively to the test.

^HeoTthJTalks 


By DR. HERMAN N. BUNDKSKiN 
President, Chicago Board of Health 


WARTS ON the soles of the feet 


are painful and often disabling. 
Such warts are known as plantar 
(plan' tar) warts 
It is believed 


:hat they are infectious; that is, 
.hey can be passed from one person 
o another. Often after one occurs, 
several more develop around the 
5rst wart. A large plantar wart 
•nay be as much as a quarter of 
in inch thick. However, they are 
not located very deep in the skin; 
the skin may be thickened around it. 


Many persons have the notion 


that warts have "roots". They be- 
lieve that cutting them out deeply 
is the way to get rid of them. This 
is a mistaken idea. They are very 
shallow rooted and when removed 
are found to be just below the sur- 
face of the skin. In fact, when the 
surgeon removes these warts, he is 
careful not to cut into the skin be- 
low the wart. Such a cut may leave 
a painful scar. 


Separate Wart 


According to Doctor H. Haldin- 


Davis, of London, the best treat- 
ment of these warts consists in 
first separating the wart from the 
underlying skin and then removing 
it without injuring the underlying 
skin. In the case of small warts, 
he thinks this may be done by ap- 
plying some skin dissolving agent, 
such as five to 10 per cent salicylic 
(sal-is-il' ik) acid under the doctor's 
directions. 


On the heel and on the ball of 


the foot, the outer layer of the skin, 
known as a horny layer, is very 
thick. After treatment for some 
days with salicylic acid, this outer 
layer* will often peel off in an al- 
most unbroken piece, carrying away 
with it small warts. However, in 
the case of larger plantar warts, 
this treatment alone is not effective. 
Dr. Haldin-Davis believes that some 
form of surgery is usually required. 


Use Anesthetic 


Since surgical removal is painful, 


an anesthetic must be used. Because 
the wart may be fastened to the un- 
derlying skin, m scraping it out 
with a little spoon-shaped instru- 
ment (curet), care must be taken 
not to injure the underlying skin. 
Doctor Haldm-Davis suggests that 
before the curet is used, some 
method of loosening the wart be 
tried. The best way of doing this 
is with X-rays. In fact, it may be 
possible, in many cases, to destroy 
the warts 
completely 
with the 


A-ray aione. However, a larger 
dose of the X-ray may be required 
for that purpose than just to loosen 
the warts. 


Another method of loosening the 


wart is by freezing it with cazbon- 
dioxide snow. This snow has a low 
temperature, much lower than that 
of ordinary snow. This freezing of 
the wart will cause fluids to form 
between it and the skin beneath it, 
so that the wart may be more easily 
taken out. However, the freezing, 
itself, is slightly painful, and does 
not aid in relieving the pain which 
subsequently occurs when the wait 
is scraped out. 


It seems, therefore, that one of 


the best methods of treating these 
warts is by X-ra> to be followed by 
scraping out the wart in those in- 
stances where it is necessary, being 
very careful not to injure the under- 
lying skin.
